The heaviest American air and artillery beabardmant of the. 
Korean war stalled the Communist invaders today only 28 miles 


-from Tacjon. 


At the saine’ time the “lost” 


‘American infantry battalion fought its way 


oul of encirclement by North Korean forces 10 times its number near 
Chonan, eight miles behind the Red lines. 
American guns and planes battered the advancing enemy tank and in- 
fantry columns to a standstill at Chonui, 28 miles North of the South 
Korean provisional capital of Tacjon. 


A jubilant spokesman at the 
advance Amerienn headquar- 
ters in Korea called the air- 
artillery action the fitst real 
American victory of the war. 

Tie estimated that a battalion 
of Conmunist tanks and part of 
a North Korean regiment were 
enught by the rain of Amerlean 
ehells, rockets, bombs and = ma- 
caine gun bullets. The spokes- 
man said: “You would be sofe in 
saying that ihe major part of tho 
tanks and’ Infantry had been 
wiped out." 

-Gencral MucArthur reported In 
his afternoon communique that 
86 tanks, 195 trucks and two 
locomotives were destroyed or 
damaged by American btymbers 
and fgbters , alone.

~ Appeal for 
extension of 
radio hours 


The Acting Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Mr. L. C. Saville, . told 
members of the Chinese Radit 
Association of Hong Kong that 
he was sympathetic “to their 
appeal for an extension of 
radio hours. 

Mr. Saville made this remark 
at the sixth annual dinner of the 
Associntlon, hela at the Kum Ling 
Restaurent. 

Also present were Mrs, Saville; 
Mr. and Mrs. S.A.E. Frazer, and 
Mr, and Mrs. 1D.D.L. Grew. Mr. 
Frazer and Mr. Grew are sadio 
and wireless inspectors. 

Mr. Saville addressed the gat- 
hering after the. 
Vice-President, Mr. H.W. Chiu, 
a short - pre-dinner 
speech how the advent of Redif- 
fusion had affected the Colony’s 
rddlo trade. Mr.-Chiu said that if 
Government did not extend 
Rudio Hong Kong's broadcasting 
hours, wireless scts would be 
more and amore difffeult to sell. 

He explained that Rediffusion 
was on for 17 hours continually 
every day, while Radlo Hong 
Kong limited itself to two hours 
In the afternoon and six hours 
at night. An extension of Radio 
Hong Kong's hours would not 
only benelt the radio trade,- but 
Mil an cducational, cultural and 
entertainment gap {n the Colony's 
life which, he sald, Rediffusfon 
Was never meant to occupy. —- 
In reply to Mr. Chin, Mr. 
Saville said he had brought the 
matter of extension of radio 
hours before Government, ahd 
he hoped to receive thelr reply 
soon. He was personolly | sym; 
athetic to the Idea of more 
ours, and he would do all he 
could to bring it about. 

Many people in Government 
realfsed that Radlo Hong Kong's 
Chinese programme ‘should be 
extended, and if expansion’ were 
approved, it would begin with 
the Chinese programme. . 

He denicd thot Radlo Hong 
Kong confined. itself to slx hours 
of  broudcasting every, night, 
When a, Chinese play is on, he 
said, the station relays it to the 
end, and docs not automatically 
close at midnight.

__The Soviet _ Government, 
declared the statement, holds 
that the Koreans have the 
same right to arrange at their 
own discretion their internal 
national affairs in the sphere 
of uniting South and North 
Korea into a single national 
‘State, just as the North 
Americans had done in the 
60's of the last Century, when 
they, united the North and 
South of Amcrica into a single 
national State.” A’ parallel 
is drawn not only in military 
action, but in the economic 
conditions too in the South.
